TUB NEBRASKA Bill 


jn all ••r VM»r||«iiim«l Terrltwrr. 


The bill introduced by Senator Pouglasg for 


tht) organization of Nebnmks, permits the in- 
troduction of Slavery into all our unorganised 
territory, an area larger by thirty-three thous- 
and square miles, than nil the Free Stated, ex- 
cept California. It extends from Mexico on 
thu South to the British Possessions on the 
North, and from Minesota, Iowa and Missou- 
ri on the Kiut to the erect of the Rocky Moun- 
tains o« the Went. This liill of Douglass, pro- 
vides that Congress shall not prohibit Slavery 
in all this region, and allows Slaveholders to in- 
troduce Slaves there without let or hindrance 
from the General Government. In other words, 
it repeals the law of the Missouri Compromise 
which explicitly prohibits the introduction of 
Slavery into all territory north of 36° 3u', and 
also the Compromise of 1S-50, which expressly 


the Anti-Slavery clause of the Missou- 


ri Compromise. For in tho net for orpaaizing 
New Mexico — one of the Compromise scries, 
itis— 


" Provided, That nothing herein contained 


shall be construed to impair or qualify anything 
contained in the third article of the second sec- 
tion of thu Joint Resolution for annexing Teiae 
to the United States, approved March 1, 1645, 
either as regards the number of States that may 
hereafter be formed out of the State of Texus, 
or uthermse," 


And in the third article of the second section 


nf the Joint Rsolution for the annexation of 
Texas, it is expressly declared that — 


" In such State or States as shall be formed 


out of said Territory north nf said Missouri 
Compromise line, Slavery or involuntary servi- 
tude, except for crime, shall be prohibited." 


We call the attention of our Legislators to 


this monstrous attempt of the Slave Power to 
desecrate every foot of free territory now re- 
maining, with the curse of Slavery 


We suggest;, also, a State Convention of all 


opposed to this outrage, to cneet at the Capital 
next month. 


Prohibitory JLIqvor J,,»w. 


AVe have no confidence that the Legislature 


will enact a Prohibitory Li<[uor Law that will 
satisfy the friends of Temperance 
We may 


be mistaken, but we do not think an eflectuii) 
law can command a majority in either House. 
Reymert's Bill, amended so aa to strike out the 
submission clause, and to allow anybody to sell 
alcohol for tnedicina land mechanical, and v* ine 
for sacramental purposes, on giving bonds with 
sufficient securities, and taking an oath to sup- 
port the law, would be acceptable. 
But it can- 


not para as it now stands except by the votes of 
the opponents of the law in both Houses. But 
the enemies of the law knocked it in the head 
in the Assembly, last week, by amending the 
Rules ao aa to require a majority of three-filths 
to demand the Previous Question. And as the 
Anti-Maine Law men have over two-fiths of 
the Assembly, they can stave off the question, 
and prevent a vote on it, by ayes and noes, till 
the end of the session. The enemies of the 
law are chuckling over this trap, and the party- 
is rejoicing that it* friends can kill the law, 
•without putting the names of its members on 
the record. 


We like a manly opposition. Let the friends 


and enemies of the low show their hands, open- 
ly. If then it is defeated, w ell

The church was 
filled with a large congregation, and the Rt 
Kuv JACKSON KEMPER, D. D., preached and 
administered the right of confirmation to seven- 
teen persons. After the service aud before thu 
sermon, the Rector ofthe Parish, Rev. Dr. An- 
NETT, suid:

The interest which I feel in that unfortunate 
class of the community, and my desire to nee 
their welfare promoted, induces me to depart 
from the unuul custom of giving no other noti- 
CPB from the «Ieuk than those pertaining to the 
devotions ofthe congregation, and to announce 
that an exhibition of the pupils will take place 
to-morrow evening, at 7i o'oloch, in Metropoli- 
tan Hall. I not only invite, but respectfully 
urge the attendance of this congregation." 


The Rt. Rev Bishop KEMPER also said that 


h« felt deep interest in this movement. Those 
unfortunate deaf mutes were now able, uotv* ith- 
stunding their infirmities, to join in the pub- 
lic worship of Almighty Ood. It nag not gen- 
erally known that the first movement to impart 
spiritual instruction to these individuals was 
made by the Rev Prof GALLANDET, a clergy- 
man ofthe Protestant Episcopal Church, ofthe 
city of New York, who has collected a number 
of mutes, and has succeeded in teaching them 
to worship according to the form of the Prot E. 
Church, and several have been confirmed by 
Bishop Wainwright 
He has orgnniied a par- 


ish, and they are about building a Church, in 
New York, for the mutes, to be called St Ann's 
Church. 


The Wisconsin Institute for the Education of 


the Deaf aud Dumb is located at Delevan. It 
i« a new enterprise, and is worthy of the sym- 
pathy of every philanthropic mind.

persons, mechanics, who had been engaged on 
the La Farge Hotel, previous to the late (con- 
flagration, passed through this city on their way
